Milk prices in Upland are to 
advance one cent a quart on Fri- 
day, as a result of action taken 
under the state milk control act, 
which authorizes the state depart: 
men of agriculture to issue such 
orders. This will imcrease the 
| price per quart cf milk delivered 
to the home from 11 to 12 cents, 
it is expected. Price of milk aola 
in the stores will probably be aa 
vanced from 10 to 11 cents a 
quart, 

In half gallon and gallon con- 
can the price delivered will 
probably be advanced from 40 to 
|42 centg a gallon, but the price 
|per gallon for cash and carry 
milk will probably remain un 
ichanged at 35 cents a gallon, 

The increase in milk prices re- 
sults from an increase in the price 
for butter fat to 69 cents a pound 
—a raise of six cents. The increas- 
ed cost of hay also accounts for 
the boost in milk.

Appointing the City Judge— 
Combining Local Courts 


Appointment of an individual to a publie office in this or 
any community has the possibilities of resulting in a certain 
amount of criticism being directed at the city councilmen. 


Public officials are well aware that it is impossible to please 
everyone. 

In the selection of Mrs. Mildred R. Puckett to fill the of- 
fice of the late Judge Delmar J. Burlingame, the Upland 
council has chosen a capable woman, whom we believe will 
serve the city faithfully and efticiently. 

Generally, we are inelined to defend the actions of the 
city councilmen. The News always seeks to constructively 
support them in their efforts at efficient and economical gov- 
ernment. 

We cannot support them, however, in their hurried ap- 
pointment of a successor to Judge Burlingame. 

It is amazing to us and to many other people that his 
position was filled nine hours after his death. While it may 
be necessary for a city court position to be filled immediate- 
ly, Judge Fred H. Jacobs of the township court and Edward 
E. Gray had consented to act under temporary appointment 
for a short time if the councilmen had wished either of them 
to serve. Judge Jacobs had handled the city court cases as 
a courtesy for Judge Burlingame during his illness. 

Furthermore, a delay in the appointment would have per- 
mitted applicants an opportunity to present themselves for 
gonsideration. As it was, the race for the position was all 
ever before many people knew it was appropriate to make 
an application. 

There also is a feeling among many people that this city 
and township are not large enough to justify the payment of 
full-time salaries to two judges, 

The city couneil has an, opportunity to save the taxpayers 
money in the maintenance of only one judge in this city and 
township. If there were enough cases and routine work to 
keep two judges busy, then the maintenance of two judges: 
would be justified. 

Many cities in the citrus distriet and throughout the 
state have one judge, he or she sitting in one courtroom but 
serving both the city and the township courts. Ontario has 
such a system—the county paying the regular salary for the 
township judge and the city paying a part-time salary. Up- 
Jand had such a system when the late Judge George R. Crane 
was an active jurist. The township judge is elected; the city 
judge appointed. 

Of course, such a plan would mean that one person would 
have two jobs. Nevertheless, if that plan means a net saving 
in the tax bill and at the same time results in satisfactory 
service, then that plan should be adopted. 

What is said here is not in behalf of Judge Jacobs; nor in 
opposition to Judge Mildred Puckett. As long as they are
